SEVERE FIGHT WITH BANDITS. 


War Department Makes Public Facts 
About Captain Byrne’s Successful 
Attack on a Negros Stronghold. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20,—The War de- 
partment has made public a report of Cap- 
tain B. F. Byrne, Sixth Infantry, giving an 
account of the attack and destruction of a 
bandit village in the La Carlotta district.

ARISTOPHANES’ WIT IN ENGLISH. 


Professor Paul Shorey Gives a Reading 
at the Quadrangle Club of Selec- 
tions from The Frogs.” 


Paul Shorey, head professor of Greek at 
the University of Chicago, gave a reading of 
Aristophanes at the Quadrangle club last 
evening. He rendered the 2-000-year-old 
jokes into the up-to-date setting which re- 
tained the humor and made the grotesque 
and otherwise unfathomable puns appre- 
clated. The reading. was extemporaneous, 
Professor Shorey speaking the classical pas- 
‘gages in poetic English and then suddenly, at 
the beginning of animated dialogue and 
witty retort, breaking into the familiar 
phrases of the street car gossip of today. — 

“The Frogs’ of Aristophanes was the 
principal work from which the readings were 
selected. Dr. Shorey explained that the an- 
clent dramatist was the originator of the 
form of oath made famous for modern audi- 
ences by Bob Acres. The translation was 
an example of the manner in which the 
phrases and words of the original must be 
changed to produce the same sense in the 
nineteenth century understanding. Follow- 
ing is the usual translation of a famous pas- 
sage in *‘ The Frogs "’; 

Aéschylus—Now, positively, I swear, I 
will not carp at your every word, line by 
line; but, if the gods permit, I will annihilate 
your prologues withalittlecup. ... Aye, 
with butone. For you compose them in such 
@ way that everything fits—a little skin, a 
little cup, a little sack—with your iambics.”’ 

That vague passage was dressed in modern 
clothes by Professor Shorey as follows: 

“ 4Gschylus—And, by Jove, I'll not stop 
to cut up your verses word by word; but if 
the gods are propitious I'll spoil all your pro- 
logues with a little flask of smelling salts. 
- » « With a single one! For you bulld 
your verses so that anything will fit into the 
meter—a leathern sack, or eiderdown, or 
Wnelling salts."

BERLIN, Nov, 20.—While the Czar was at 
Potsdam recently the general lines of a

When the workshops 
closed for lack of coal prices rose enormous- 
ly, and the Minister of Finance, M, de Witte, 
therefore, arbitrarily fixed the price of rall- 
road material required by the state rail- 
roads at about 50 per cent below the price 
demanded, As many of these enterprises 
were started expressly to supply the Siber- 
ian railroad, the result was disastrous. 

The German and Russian governments 
take a grave view of the situation, but in 
Berlin financial circles the crisis is only re- 
garded as temporary. 


To Draw France and Russia Apart.

TALK OF ENGLISH AND BOERS. 
Congregational Club Hears Great Brit- 


ain’s Course in the Transvaal Praised 
and Condemned. 
the Transvaal defended 
the “trustee of her in 


the Chicago Theological Seminary and dé- 
nounced as “the world’s great explorer— 
after the eyent”’. by D. L. Schuyler, Presi- 
dent of the Holland society, at the November 
meeting of the Chicago Congregational club 
at the Palmer House last night. 

Professor Mackenzie began the discussion 
with a statement of Boer history, Boer rela- 
tions to England, and Boer treatment of 
native tribes. Of the last he said: 

“No native was allowed by law to hold 
land; no native could move from one part of 
his country to another without a passport; 
no native could bear witness against a white 
man nor testify against one who might have 
stolen from him. In reality, it was a slavery, 
technically held to be an apprenticeship.” 


Describes Boer Character. 

Of Boer character, Professor Mackenzie 
said it was that of a pastoral people, recog- 
nized as one degree lower than an agricul- 
tural people, and he added that the Boer 
had never been credited with being especially 
industrious. 

He condemned Gladstone's policy in south 
Africa. Speaking of later acts of interfer- 
ence on the part of Great Britain with the 
Transvaal government, Professor Macken- 
zie said: 

‘“‘In all these acts of interference it can 
be proven that Great Britain’s course was 
taken, not for selfish ends, but for the inter- 
ests of her colonists. Great Britain does not 
own an acre of land in south Africa, but the 
central government said: ‘Paul Kruger, 
you and your government are destroying the 
interests of our colonists. As their trustee 
we say ‘“ You will have to stop.”"’ Looking 
at England in the high position as trustee 
of her colonists’ interests, I say her motives 
in the Transvaal cannot be questioned. [ 
pray to God, not that the Boers be slain, but 
that he give the destiny of south Africa to 


Great Britain.”’

NORWAY SHY OF ALLIANCE. 


New Defensive Coalition Prepared by 


Denmark Opposed by Some on 
Peculiar Grounds. . 


There is a renewed agitation in Sweden 
and Denmark for closer relations between 
the three Scandinavian nations, awakened | 
by alleged indications of designs upon Scan- 
dinavia by the European powers. Russia 
has long been credited with a desire to -have 
a hand in Scandinavian affairs, and a re- 
cent leader in the London Times hinting 
that the powers may see fit to interfere if 
the Swedish-Norwegian squabble gets too 
serious has excited much comment. 

An alliance of Sweden, Norway, and Den- 
mark for defense against possible aggres- 
sion is proposed, and the subject is a favor- 
ite with the newspaper editorial writers. 
The Danes are apparently in favor of the 
proposed alliance, and opposition comes. 
mainly from Norway, where, it is declared, 
the threatened interference of Europe is a 
bugaboo brought out by the Swedes to scare 
Norway from her demands. Professor Sars, 
Norwegian historian and politician, has writ- | 
ten a sensational article on the subject. He 
accuses Sweden of an ambition to not only 
govern Norway as it pleases, but Denmark 
also, and says proof of this is not wanting. 
In arguing against the movement for a closer 
union between the three countries in poll- 
tics, commerce, literature, and art, which 
is called “ the new Scandinavianism,”’ Pro- 
fessor Sars says such a union Is impractical 
for anthropological reasons, the germanic 
race, including the Scandinavians, being a 
mixture of “short skulls” and “long 
skulls,” and, therefore, not compgtible in 
such a coalition. 

This assertion has brought a flood of ridi- 
cule on Professor Sars from Sweden and 
Denmark, and Danish newspapers are print- 
ing long articles denying even the eqrrect- 
ness of the skull statement.

Satanillo and Moroto Railroad, with 
Ponupo Mine, Said to Have Been 
Sold to Him.

In a talk.yesterday about his plans for an 
English racing campaign Colonel Drake said: 

“TI bought King’s Courier because I be- 
Heved him toe be one of the best 2-year-olds 
out this seagon, and the only one that seemed 
to me to outclass him—Mesmerist—is not for 
sale. It was my intention to acquire by 
purchase this fall quite a string of American- 
bred horses and send them across the water, 
but Wishard, the American trainer, who has 
made such a success in England, and who 
will have charge. of my stable, advised me 
not to do so. Wishard says that horses 
sent over from this side are apt to arrive 
in a more or less demore!l condition, 
owing to the exigencies of @ sea voyage, and 
that it is seldom one recovers sufficiently 
to train into form for active racing during 
his first season over there. Another reason 
why he advised me against making any 


further purchases here was because the Eng- 


lish handicappers always give American 
colts the worst of it in races where the 
weights are arbitrarily assigned. It used 
to be the other way, foreign-bred horses 
being given generous allowances in stake 
events and not much thought of generally, 
but of late years the Americans have made 
so good a showing that, although the Eng- 
lishmen will not in conversation admit their 
superiority, way are in no way backward 
about slapping the weight on them when it 
comes down to business.

DIARY. OF A STARVING. WOMAN. 


Jots Down Her Thoughts While Trying 
to Keep Body and Soul 
Together 


New York, Nov. 20.—[Spectal.]—Had Eve- 
lyn LePaugh, widow of Adam Brown Adams 
of the celebrated Adams family of Massa- 
chusetts, been able to sell her autobiography 
under the title, “‘ Starved to Death: A Trag- 
edy of Nine Years,”’ she might now be alive. 

She complained to no one, but her inmost 
thoughts she wrote down in a diary. Too 


‘poor to buy stationery, she inscribed ‘the 


daily record of despair and hope on bits of 
old envelopes. Blotted by tears and hardly 
decipherable from the wavering of the hand 
that penned them, her friend, Miss Alice 8. 
R. Mitchell, .the song writer, found them 
today as she was gathering the dead wom- 
an’s effects at the Windermere preparatory 
to sending them to Utica, where Evelyn Le- 
Paugh was born. These are extracts taken 
from the diary kept by Evelyn Adams during 
her struggle to live: 

**Come to the rescue or I shall soon lose 
my reason, I cannot hold out much longer. 
The last stage of despairisuponme ... 
the creeping by inches to the etd of all 


things. 

“Can the Christian world be so cruel? 

So cold and mercenary? 
’ “ Hungry—so faint—I would not object to 
something nice to eat. Long time since I’ve 
tasted anything good.

“I don’t know what they [the publishers] 
are waiting for unless it is my shroud to 
make into rag paper to print the book on.

WIPE OF THE BRITISH 
cumEs TO PARALYSIS. 


Dropsy—Worry About the Safety of 


Her Son at Mafeking supposed to 
Have Hastened Her End—Was a 
Woman of Sweet Disposition, but 
Shunned Society—Widespread Sym- 

. pathy with Her Husband.

LONDON, Nov. 20.—Widespread sympathy 
is expressed for Lord Salisbury on account 
of the death of Lady Salisbury, which took 
place at Hatfield House today. 

No direr personal loss could have befallen 
the British Premier. Lord ani Lady Salis- 
bury’s attachment for each other was 
idyllic, and all the time Lord Salisbury | 


} could snatch from his official duties he 


spent in his wife’s company, and since her 
fatal illness by her bedside. She had been 
suffering from dropsy for four -years, @ 
paralytic stroke in July being a sure symp- 
tom that the dread disease had reached a 
final stage. Anxiety about the fate of her 


second favorite son, Lord Hdward Cecil, in 


Mafeking, preyed greatly on her mind, espe- 
cially as Lord Salisbury was unable to sat- 
isfy her longing for news of him. 


Woman of Sweet Disposition. 

‘Lady Salisbury was a woman of sweet 
disposition, with a considerable fund of 
natural wit and humor, but she never went 
into society, devoting herself entirely to 
her own family and husband, in whose 
political ambitions she had the keenest in- 
terest. The Queen, appreciating Lady 
Salisbury’s distaste for society formalities, 
only commanded her to visit Windsor on 
big state occasions, 

Though she never moved in general s0- 
ciety, she was the 'most gracious and dig- 
nified of chatelaines at the great party re- 
ceptions Lord Salisbury’s present position 
compelled him to give. She had not been 
to a theater In thirty years, sharing her 
husband's indifference to attractions of the 
stage. She was tall and fine looking, but 
not aristocratic in appearance, with sym- 
pathetic eyes, which all her children in- 
herit, resembling her much more closely 
than their father. 

Her children worshiped her, and palatial 
Hatfield was always open house for them, 
and whose hospitality, with their wives and 
families, they constantly enjoyed. Hcr 
death leaves a void impossible to fill, and its 
effect on Lord Salisbury himself, whose 
health is none too robust, is much feared 
by his friends and political supporters. 


An Ideal Union. 

Lord and Lady Salisbury’s marriage was 
an ideal union—from a romantic point of 
view. Robert Cecil, on returning to England 
after a couple of years’ stay in Australia 
and having entered Parliament as a repre- 
sentative from Stamford, fell in love with 
the daughter of Baron Alderson of the Court 
of Exchequer—a Judge of high attainments 
and considerable popularity. Miss Alder- 
son was @ young lady of no slight personal 
attractions—tall, fair, and elegant—and she 
was as bright and clever as she was comely 
to look upon. But neither of the two lovers 
had any means to speak of, so it was natural 
that Robert Cecil’s father should discourage 
a match which, from a worldly point of 
view, seemed the height of imprudence fora 
younger son. The clever and rising member 
for Stamford was expected to make his way 
in life by means of a wealthy and influential 
marriage, and his splendid family connec- 
tions would have justified Robert in seeking 
the most magnificent matrimonial alliance 
that a commoner-could aspire to. To marry 
the dowerless daughter of a Judge seemed 
like flying in the face of Providence, but the 
young man was fixed in his resolve, and 
nothing could deter him from it. His father 
refused him an allowance, but that made no 
difference. 

Married in 1857. 

They married in 1857, Georgina Alderson 
being some years older than her husband, 
who was 27 at the time. The early years of 
their married life were passed in comparative 
poverty and obscurity. They lived in lodg- 
ings off the Strand, and the future Prime 
Minister and Foreign Secretary of England 
had to eke out a living by literature. In the 
intervals of his Parliamentary labors he 
contributed diligently to the Times, the 
Morning Chronicle, the Saturday Review, 
and the quarterlies. His brave wife ably and 
nobly seconded his efforts by acting as his 
amanuensis at the same time that she was 
bringing up a large family. The scion of one 
of the proudest historical families in Eng- 
land had not chosen so badly, after all. The 
end to these struggles came after eight 
years, when, by the death of his elder broth- 
er, Lord Robert Cecil became Viscount Cran- 
borne. Shortly afterward his position was 
still further improved by his being made 
Secretary of State.

DRAINAGE CHANNEL DELAYS.

The law calls for a discharge of 20,000 
cubic feet of water per minute for every

part of the distance between Chicago and 
the Sag has been made of sufficient size to 
take care of only 300,000 cubic feet. It has 
been assumed that, while the population 
would exceed a million and a half before 
the channel was opened, a discharge of 
300,000 cubic feet would be considered suf- 


was determined officially. It is reported, 
however, that the inspection commission 
has made an enumeration on its.own ac- 
count, has ascertained that there is a pres- 
ent population of about two millions, and 
will demand, therefore, that the channel 
shall begin business with a discharge of 
400,000 cubic feet a minate. 

Should such a demand be made, and a 
court order the trustees to comply with it, 
they will be in a sad predicament. The 
same will be true of Chicagoans. .

But before that point is 
reached the supreme law, which is the safe- 
ty of the people, will intervene. As the 
members of the inspection commission are 
not unaware of the dangers from disease 
to which delays in opening the drainage 
chante] will expose this city, the natural 
presumption is that these reports as to their 
dilatory policy are unfounded. It is to be 
hoped that will turn out-to be the case. 


| The next presumption in order is that hints

AN EXAMPLE STREET. 

Detroit claims to have the best 

Streets of any American city, and the claim, 
at least respecting its main thoroughfares, 
is probably well founded. 
_ It has in the first. place admirable pave- 
ments on those thoroughfares, twenty-five 
miles being covered with asphalt, as many 
more with brick, ten miles with macadam, 
and a few miles with stone blocks, Two 
hundred and sixty miles of the less im- 
portant streets are laid with cedar blocks. 
Opinions differ on the comparative merits 
of brick and asphalt, The former is cheap- 
er but noisier. The latter is the easiest of 
ai) to clean and is practically noiseless under 
wheels, but it is peculiarly subject to com- 
bination prices on the part of contractors, 
and a considerable fraction of the asphalt 
put down in Detroit has been of an inferior 
quality. A ten-year guaranty is now re- 
quired for it. All car lines in Detroit are 
jaid with grooved rails, so that the tracks 
form the least possible interference with 
street stirfaces. In the case of asphalt pay- 
ing courses of brick are sometinies laid on 
either side of the raiJ, but when the old- 
fashioned wooden ties hive given place to 
iton onés, and both these aud the rails rest 
on & conerete foundation—thus precluding 


found entirely practicable to lay the asphalt 
flush against the rail.

Secretary Long in his recent letter to the 


President touching the Sampson-Schley 


controversy has forgotten the history of 
the case, and Captain Mahan, in his letter 
to the New York Times, has also forgotten 
it to such an extent as to strip his com- 
munication of any significance. Both over- 
look the real points in issue. So far as 


Tue Trisune is concerned, the controversy 


began with the remarkable letter of Samp- 


sequent conduct, and for this reason I ask you to 
do him ample justice on this occasion. 


Compare this tnsinuating letter and its 
unhandsome accusation of “ reprehensible 
conduct” with the frank, generous, and 
manly dispatch sent by Admiral! Schiey the 
same day:

The opprobrious phrase of “ reprehensi- 
ble conduct’ was subsequently borrowed 
by Secretary Long and used in his com- 
munication to the Senate. It was these ex- 
traordinary words used by one officer 
against his brother officer which inspired 
the indignant protests of the press and the 
In thus stigmatizing Admiral 


of the United States felt that Admiral 
Sampson had dotte an ungenerous, unchival- 
rous, and un-officerlike act. They felt that 
it was espécially unbecoming for him to do 
such a thing when promotions were under 
consideration. They felt that it was equa!- 
ly unbecoming for Secretary Long to go 
back of the battle of Santiago and rake up 
accusations against Schley, which should 
have been made at the time if they were 
to be made at all, and present charges 
which, although well known in the Navy de- 
partment, had long been ignored and con- 
doned. Secretary Long says in his letter to 
the President: 

The department, therefore, recotmmended the 
promotion of al) the commanding officers who had 
taken part in the battle, and you acted on the 
promotion, stibject to subsequent confirmation 


by the Senate. The first promotion was intended 
for the Commander-in-Chief, the second for Com- 


modore Schiey, etc. | 

In this same letter to the President, after 
charging against Admiral Schley acts which 
Sampson had said were “ reprehensible,” 
and intimating that he can, if he asks for 
it, have a court of inquiry to determine 
‘whether he shall be court-martialed or not, 
the Secretary has the effrontery to say 
that he has not joined in the persecution of 
Schley! While denying that he has any ill- 
feeling or bias against Schley, in this 
letter to the President he twice em- 
ploys the expression “retreating maneu- 
ver,” with the insinuation that Schley re- 
treated in the face of the enemy, whereas 
‘there is no evidence nor any suggestion of 
evidence that Scliley directed or took part 
in any “maneuver of retreat ” occasioned 
by the presence of the enemy. Schley could 
not have “ retreated ” at that titne, because 
he did not know where the enemy was. In 
the absence of knowledge as to where the 
enemy was how could ho either advance or 
wetreat? How can any read Secre- 
tary Long’s letter without feeling that it 
was inspired by personal fll-feeling toward 
Schley ? | 
. The controversy began with the use of 
the insulting and undeserved expression, 
“ reprehensible conduct,” applied by Ad- 
miral Sampson to Admiral Schiey. If 
Schley had not won the victory at San- 
tiago—if, with the Oregon, the Brooklyn 
had not ron down and destroyed the last 
two vessels of the Spanish flect—there 
would have been no mention of “ reprehen- 
sible conduct * prior to the battle of San- 
tiago. The accusation was inspired by the 
paltriest jealousy, and it;was made against 
Schley because he tought the battle of San- 
tiago and wonit. Previous to that time the 
so-called “ misconduct” had been forgot- 
ten. He had been promoted, as the Sec- 
retary himself says, to the second command 
of the fleet. The “ retreating manenver ” 
and the “reprehensible conduct” were 
afterthoughts of Long and Sanipson. 
The use of these phrases as applied to a gal- 
lant and chivalrous naval officer is diagrace- 
ful to the authors of the éxpressions and all 
who adopted them, | 


. The attitude of Secretary Long in this 


matter is as if he had said to Admiral 
Schley: “I know that you were a brave 
“ officer at Santiago and won (or helped to 
the victory, aud that you deserve 
“promotion, but it hae occurred to me 
“that something happened several weeks 
“before which Admiral Sampson.said was 


” * reprehensible,’ though.at the time I for- 


“ got to censure you and tecommended your. 
“promotion, Now _I wil promote yon for 


your gallantry at Santiago, but I will also 


“(if you insist upon it) court-martial you 
“for your reprehensible conduct prior to 
“that time. I regret that I did not court- 
“martial you first and promote you after- 
“ wards; but now, owing to the force of 
“circumstances, I must promote you first 
“and will cheerfully court-martial you 
afterwards it you will give me the 
chance 

After he had recommended Schley’s pro- 
motion Secretary Long resurrected these 
envious tales agninst him. Yet he says he is 
not persecuting him! He says in his letter 
Schley can have a court of inquiry at any 
time, and yet he says he is not persecuting 
him! How can his constant reference to 
events which took place weeks before the 
battle of Santiago and a suggestion of a 
court of inquiry be regarded in any other 
light than that of determination to perse- 
cute him? If any further evidence were 
needed that it was Lonyg’s intention to pul! 
down Schiey and exalt Sampson it is fur- 
nished by this letter to the President. 

In view of the statements we have made 
the letter of Captain Mahan, though he is 
recognized a8 & naval expert of the 
first rank,’ has no significance. It 
does. not bear upon the question 
at issue, It simply relates to the rela- 
tive promotion due to the two Admirals 
and concludes: “ The first credit of the bat- 
tle belongs to Admiral Sampson.” But this 
is no denial of the fact that the second 
credit belongs to Admiral Schiey, nor does 
it, as the Secretary of the Navy's does, em- 
body any accusation of “ reprehensible con- 
duct” or suggest as a “proof of friend- 
ship” that Admiral Schley shall ask for a 
court of inquiry to determine whether he 
shall be court-martialed or not for alleged 
offenses long ago condoned and since abun- 
dantly “ swallowed up in victory.” 

There can be no other interpretation of 
Secretary Long’s letter than that he is (or 
at one time was) determined to drag down 
Schley and exa#t Sampson. That Sampson 
is to be credited with the “ dispodition of the 
fleet” no one will deny, but. no one save an 
ignoramus will deny either that Schley was 
in command for the time being at Santiago 
and that he fought and won his part of the . 
battle. That Secretary Long should now 
go back into ancient history and rake out 
charges against Schley which he had pre- 
viously ignored is astonishing. It is all the 
more astonishing when it is considered (1) 
that he had condoned the alleged miscon- 
duct; (2) that he had recommended Schley’s 
promotion; and (8) that he has assigned 
Schley to the command of the most im- 
portant squadron afloat next to that at Ma- 
nila, 

The situation justifies the recent state- 
ment by Tue Trreune that Secretary Long 
is responsible for the present demoralization 
in the navy. Had he kept aloof from these 
factional controversies and discouraged 
these jealousies of officers there would have 
been no trouble. He should have been the 
peace officer, but instead he has joined in the 
riot with the inciters of it and made “ con- 
fusion worse confounded.” 


PICTURES IN PURGATORY. 

The jury to select the American works of 
art for the Paris exhibition.is in session 
at New York. It has finished its task in the 
pictorial section. There are to be only 250 
pictures chosen—all there is room for in 
the allotted space. Decision was reached 
tipon a majority, but a small number of the 
large aggregate submitted were neither ac- | 
cepted nor rejected. They have been placed, 
as it were, in purgatory. After a second re- 
view of the whole, somé of those in purga- 
tory may finally be approved for shipment 
to the exhibition. The artists thus sus- 
pended are not unnaturally in a condition of | 
anxiety and resentment. 

On the contrary, they should congratulate 
themselves. .They should avail of the wis- 
dom of & once famous Celtic wit. A skeptic 
intimated to Dr. Arthur O’Leary disbelief 
in purgatory. “ You might go further and 
fare worse ” was the quick reply. 

Of the acres of framed canvases that dur- 
ing this generation have enjoyed a period 
of glory on exhibition walls throughout 4 
cultivated world, how many were heard of 
after the year they were publicly cata- 
logued? From brief conspicuity most of 
them have passed to the undisturbed dust 
of their native garrets, while some, a little 
more fortunate, enjoyed intervals of limbo 
in pawnbrokers’ shops, finally to be cast into 
interior darkness under the hammer of the 
bric-A-brac auctioneer. 

The great successes of contemporary art 
have been won through purgatory. Not 
able wholly to damn the pre-Raphaelites, 
British Philistinism long put them in pur- 
gatory. Today the painters most highly 
esteemed throughout the enipire are Dante 
Gabriel Rossetti, Millais, and Edward 
Burne-Jones. In France during this gen- 
eration purgatory has been the vestibule of 
success also, Wnough to name but two— 
Millet and Manet. 

The American painters whose offerings 
for the Paris exhibition are impounded by 
the jury at New York should feel no re- 
sentment. If there be superiority in their 
pigments juries will not prevent the larger 
world from discovering it. 

THE KENTUCKY INFAMY. 

The desperation of the Goebelites in Ken- 
tucky is shown by the recent proceedings 
in Nelson Ooutity, where a bold-faced at- 
tempt was made to throw out 1,198 ballots 
east for W. P. Taylor instead of W. 8. 
Taylor, which has happily been frustrated 
by judicial decision. Byven had they not 
béen declared valid it would have made lit- 
tle difference, for the election certificates, 
which have been turned in and cannot now 
be corrected, have endangered many more 
Goebel votes in that county than Goebel 
would have thrown out. These certificates 
have Goebel’s name upon them spelled “ Go- 
bel,” “ Gobil,” and “ Gobbel,” and in nearly 
every other except the right way. Ifit was 
right to throw out Taylor votes because 
the name was spelled wrong, then it would 
have been right to throw out Goebel mis- 
spelled ballots for the same réason. Since 
the question came up the Republican State 
committee has received information that 
the ballots were properly written and that : 
it was the Democratic County Clérk who 
changed the name in the certificates. It 
was a desperate game, but it did not work. 

‘Defeated in this attempt, the Goebelites 
are now trying to throw out the vote of 
Lotisville and thus steal the election for 
Goebel. Before they can do that they mist 
teckon. with Governor Bradley, who is not 
a man to be intimidated. Even if the con- 
spiracy to defeat the will of the majority of © 
the people of Kentucky shall be Gonsum- 
mated, the Governor will refuse to recog- 
nize Goebel as his successor, and will be 
right in doing #0. In spite of stuffed ballot 
boxes and‘ stolen ballot boxes, in spite of 


voters first disqualified by precincts and | 


then by counties, in spite of wholesale elec- 
tion spoliation made possible by the in- 
famous Goebel law, and in spite of the in- 
timidation of inspectors of election, Taylor 
has been elected. This fact is admitted by 
the editors of numerous Democratic papers 
in the State, who have abandoned the claim 
of Goebel’s election and will not indorse the

NEED OF STABILITY IN OUBA. 

What Cuba needs most of all is a cessa- 
tion of all uncertainty with regard to the 
future stability of the forces of law and 
order. The present American military gov- 
ernment is acknowledged to be doing ex- 
cellent work, but its temporary nature pre- 
'yents capital from seeking investment in 
the island until the future is assured. There 
can be no rapid restoration of the devas- 
tated plantations until capital seeks invest- 
ments in Cuba, and men with money will 
neither lend it nor invest it until they have 
a reasonable assurance that the cane fields 
and sugar mills are not to be burned again 
by insurgents. 

Whether a purely Cuban government can 
in time give this assurance of security is not 
the question of most immediate importance. 
| The point is that no such government can 
inspire immediate confidence, because it will 


seem to be generally aware of this fact 
themselves, and are more divided in their 
opinions than they were at the close of the 
war. Even the Cuban Patriotic league, 
which now announces its intention of peti- 
tioning Congress for practical independence, 


ranks, and the radical wing itself deems 
it advisable to ask for the retention of Amer- 
ican soldiers in the island. No prominent 


Cuba’s powers of independent self-govern- 
ment, and every American who has studied 
the subject shares this distrust to the ex- 
tent of declaring that the experiment would 
be certain to end in failure. Nomatter how 
excellent the scheme of government may be, 
the distrust and local dissension are unde- 
niable, and the economic injury, if nothing 
worse, would be inevitable. 

At the same moment when the advocates 
of independence are announcing their plans, 
a delegation of leading Cubans is in Wash- 
ington seeking favorable tariff rulings for 
Cuba and advocating annexation. This 
delegation represents the Board of Agri- 
culture of Cuba, to which all the planters of 
the island belong. They say Ouba can have 
no future except through annexation to the 
United States, and they claim that if a 
vote of property-owners were taken it would 
be unanimous for American rule. These 
men are seeking loans with which to reha- 
bilitate their ruined plantations, and they 
know they cannot get the money as long as 
their buildings and crops can be wiped out 
again in some factional war. There is 
every reason to expect that the verbal dis- 
sensions now existing among Cubans would 
soon develop into armed factional strife if 
one faction were to set up a government by 
popular vote. . 

The choice that must be made seems to be 
one between permanent American rule, 
with peace and prosperity, and Ouban in- 
dependence, with constant distrust and 
probable anarchy. This is as potent a fact 
as the ante-bellum promise of Cuban inde- 
pendence, and demands at least equal con- 
sideration both from Congress and from the

Dawson Bros. Tell Woodworkers They

One lockout and three strikes, two of the 
latter sympathetic, is the summary of the 
devel ts in that branch of local labor 
troubles yesterday.

Dawson Bros.’ Statement. 


The lockout at Dawson Bros.’ was an- 
/nounced to the men when they came to 
work in the morning. All the men_ were 
handed letters from the company, declaring 
that their employers could not continue 
manufacturing mantels When they believed 
that in a few weeks all building in Chicago 
would be stopped on account of the difficul- 
ties béetweén contractors and labor unions. 
John F., Lee, secretary of the Amalgamat- 
ed Woodworkers, declares that the real rea- 
son for the lockout was the attempt of his 
union to organize the woodworkers in the 
factory. He says that the union will be 
Supported by the carpenters and other 
trades, which will refuse to do any work on 
a building in which Dawson Bros,’ mantels 
are placed. President Woodbury of the 
carpenters says his organization will strike 
any buliding where non-union material is 
used. The marble cutters and polishers 
who were employed in the Dawson factory 
are still at work, but it is expected they 
will be ordered on @ sympathetic strike, as, 
together with the woodworkers, they be- 
long to the Building Material Trades council.

TAILOR, KILLS A BURGLAR. 


Swanbérg Shoots nknown 
Man Who Enters His Room karly 
in the Morning, 


August Swanberg, a tailor, 

Wabansia avenue, shot and 
an unknown man who had entered his room 
yesterday morning at 2:30 o'clock to com-

held an inquest over the body 
Dobson's undertaking rooms at 1479 Milwau- 
kee avenue tn the afternoon.

Whén 
Swanberg called to the man the latter 
leaped toward the bed. Swanberg grabbed 
his shotgun and fired. The toad of shot 
entered the left eye of the burglar and 
came out in the back of the head near the 
neck. Death was instantaneous. 

Swanbertg ran to the window and fired 
at a confederate. The latter escaped, but 
Swanberg thinks shot entered his leg. 

Swanberg was held at the West North 
Avenue Police Station to await the Coro- 
action.

Chicago is now composed of thirty-five 
Wards, The City Council last night madé 
{ Austin a ward by iteelf, and numbered ft 
the Thiety-fifth. It aleo provided that the 
new ward should elect two Aldermen at the 
charter election of the first Tuesday of next 
April—one to hold for one year and one for 
two. The report of the Finance conimittee 
to this effect was adopted without dissent. 

Under the law this action provides for a 
redistricting of the city as soon as these two 
new Aldermen are elected, the charter pro- 
viding for it when the number of the Alder- 
men reaches seventy, but no one supposes 
this will be done, As the Mayor put tt: 
“ That is a matter for next spring, and there 
is no use in worrying about it now.” 


. North Side Canal Action. 

Alderman Herrmann’s resolution provid- 
ing for the intment by the Mayor of a 
commission of fifteen, nine of whom shall 
be Aldermen, to consider plans for a har- 
bor district on the North and Northwest 
sides, the plan being to provide means where- 
by a Canal can be dug from the river to the 
lake somewhere between Belmont and Law- 
rence avenues, was adopted after some dis- 
cussion. Alderman Novak (Eighth) opposed 
it on the grounds that it would create afi- 
other taxing district, and there were taxes 
enough now to pay, and, secondly, because 
it was a matter for the slature to deal 
with, the Council being without power. To 
this Alderman Herrmann replied that thé 
North Side would have to pay for it alone 
if it was decided to do the work and the 
reason he asked for Council action was that 
he wanted some authority for the commis- 
sion, which would have to go to the Legis- 


lature for a law. 

Alderman Al moved to amend by pro- 
viding for a commission for & cana! 
at Twenty-second street from the lake to the 
river, but this was laid on the table by the 
votes of the South Side wards south of Twen- 
ty-second street, the Aldermen representing 
them declaring they wanted no canal be-

Alderman Werno, in behalf of the Judi- 
ciary committee, presented a report signed 
by himself and ‘Aldermen Boyd and Wat- 
ns, the Democrats at the meeting of the 
committee when the ordinance providing 
that all sewer and similar work be done by 
the city by day labor was placed on file, ree-

the report was deferred and published. 


Ban on Free Samples.
